The reported appearance of the cattle 
plague at the Bull’s Head, at Bergen, and 
Communipaw, is creating much uneasiness, 
not only among the butchers, but the con- 
sumers of meat. The Board of Health 
have entered into a thorough examination 
of the cattle arriving here within the past 
forty-eight hours, and the result shows that 
there is but too much reason to fear that 
the report is correct. One drove of one 
hundred and fifty head from Illinois have 
been sent to the rendering vats, all of them 
being diseased, beyond doubt. Their total 
value was about $7,000. Further medical 
examinations are in progress to-day. Mean- 
while, the President of the Board of Health 
has telegraghed to Governor Fenton to have 
the necessary measures adopted at Buffalo, 
Salamanca, Elmira and Albany, to prevent 
the further transportation eastward of ani- 
mals known to be unsound. A correspond- 
ence, with a like object in view, has also 
been opened with Gov. Geary, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

An expert, who visited the cattle market 
this afternoon, says that the disease shows 
itself on the animal by restlessness, watery 
looking eyes, followed by lassitude. The 
animal walks with head bent forward, the 
spine extended upwards, as if in great 
agony, and expires within a few hours after 
the first symptoms are noticed, There ap- 
pears on the beast affected a number of 
parasites, which feasts on themselves be- 
tween the hind legs, and thence impregnate 
the animal’s blood with the poisonous virus. 
My informant says he noticed about fifty of 
such on one animal. The bug is of gray 
color, and looks like the “carapato” fre- 
quently found in South America, but is far 
more dangerous.

I agree with the Hon. Joshua Hill, late- 
ly eleeted United States Senator, by the 
Legislature now in‘ sessidn, in the sénti- 
ment uttered in his Aflonfa speech: * It’ 


Georgia to have upright, honest, reliable, 
and competent judicial officers, than even 
able United States Senators.” : 

I desired to contribute to securing such 
judicial officers as aeitizen. of Georgia; 
hence, when H. K. MeCay asserts that the 
object of that communication was for po- 
litical effect, he misconceives entirely my 
purpose. I conscientiously believe untii 
H. K. McCay answers my communication 
more satisfactorily than he has done to 
the people of Georgia, he may be promoted 
to the bench of the Supreme Court, as he 
has been, but the imputation will ever rest 
upon him, that the Ordinance, introduced 
by him in the Convention, of which he 
was a member, in reply to my letter, and 
denounced so unsparingly at the time by 
the Hon. Mr. Akerman, was introduced 
by him for an unholy and sinister pur- 
pose. 

Does H. K. McCay answer the charges 
contained in my communication, in his 
address “ To the Public?” What is the is- 
sue made in that communication, in which 
the people of Georgia are interested? | 
will endeavor to state the issue distinctly. 
It is asserted that H. K. McCay is the Ad- 
ministrator de bonis non of my’ deceased 
brother, William A. Bartlett, late of Amer- 
icus, Georgia. “And as such Administra- 
tor, he has reduced the estate of W. A. B. 
in his hands, and holds the same.” To 
this he replies: “Not a single dollar of 
the effects of W. A. B. has come into my 
hands, nor am I chargeable, so far as | 
know, with a cent as Administrator de 
bonis non.” 

Will H. K. McCay deny that, on the 8th 
of August, 1867, in reply toa letter ad- 
dressed to him by me, inquiring the con- 
dition of the estate, and probability of the 
payment of the “trust debt,” he answered 
as follows: “Thereis a note for $7,000. 
principal and interest, on a Mr. Je, 
secured by mortgage and is very good. 
But he has paid nothing, and I have had 
no power, as you know, to force him.— 
There isa debtalsoon Dr. Bartlett’s es- 
tate, late of Macon county, in suit, and it 
is good. One or two other small debts is 
all of theestate I can find, except the 
house and lot here, which the widow 
claims as dower, and one half interest in six 
hundred acres of land. I shall sell the lat- 
ter this fall, and hope to collect enough to 
pay Mrs. D. Lam aware that she will 
have to be paid first.” Had I a right to infer 
from this letter that H. K.,.McCay, as ad- 
ministrator, had this estate in his hands? 
Could I presume anything else? Will H. 
K. McCay deny that subsequent to the 
passage of the relief ordinance by the Con- 
vention, he received a respectful and po- 
lite note from me, asthe attorney of Mrs. 
D., calling his attention to the fact that 
in my opinion this claim was excepted 
from the operation of the ordinance, and 
asking him to make a payment, if in his 
power? Did he answer that note? (a cour- 
tesy I have ever considered was duefrom one 
gentleman to another.) Will he deny that 
immediately on the reception of that note, 
in which I informed t:im the house and lot 
referred to in his letter was purchased by 
his intestate with the trust fund, he intro- 
duced in the Convention an additional or- 
dinance prohibiting trustees appointed 
since the Ist of June, 1865, from availing 
themselves of the benefit of the exception 
contained in the “Relief Ordinance”—in 
other words, “making them an exception 
to an exception?” Will H. K. McCay de- 
ny that he knew that the trustee of Mrs. 
D. had died since the Ist of June, 1865, and 
that ifa trustee had been appointed, it 
must have been since Junel, 1865, and that 
he had given the opinion that it was ne- 
cessary atrustee should be appointed 
to receive this fund? Will he deny that 
the Hon. Mr. Akerman, on the floor of the 
Convention, on the introduction of this 
monstrous measure, called upon him to 
give the country some reason for its in- 
troduction and passage, that he stood 
dumb, and refused to give a single reason; 
and that the Hon. Mr. Akerman then and 
there denounced the iniquitous provision 
as “a damnable fraud, and iutended to an- 
swer the case of some dishonest trustee, 
who desired to swindle some orphan child 
or poor woman,” or words to this effect ? 
If this iniquitous and montrous or- 
dinance Was not intended to meet 
this particular case, what was the object of 
its introduction ? 

Let H. K. McCay answer this question to 
the intelligent people of Georgia. He 
failed to answer it when called upon by the 
Hon. Mr. Akerman on the floor of the Con- 
vention; he failed to answer it in reply to 
my letter of the 6th inst.; he now has an 
opportunity to do so. I have no acquain- 
tance with H. K. McCay. I would not do 
him intentional injustice, and it would af- 
ford me pleasure to havethese impressions, 
if erroneous, corrected by him. This isthe 
question in which the people of Georgia are 
interested. 

Let him not evade by saying, “I have not 
read the relief clause of the Constitution,” 
forthisis untrue; or thatmy letter is the 
“ product of misconception.” It seems his 
conduct in introducing this ordinance was 
construed by the Hon. Mr, Akerman, and 
impressed him as it did myself, although 
he was unacquainted with the facts, or 
with the position.H. K. MeCay occupied 
to the estate in his hands or to this “cestuy 
que trust.” Instead of answering these 
questions, in which the people of the State 
are interested, and relieving his integrity 
as an honest legislator, H. K. MeCay, like 
the scuttle-fish, endeavors, by surrounding 
himself with a vapor of his own emitting. 
to escape the gaze of the people upon this 
act of his by introdacing in his address 
“ Tojthe Public,” matters in which the peo- 
ple.have no interest. He speaks in his ad- 
dress of myself and other brothers and sis- 
ters instituting a suit against the admin- 
istrator of my deceased brother, W. A. B., 
claiming that his whole estate reverted un- 
der the will of their father. WhetherT felt 
an interest in that suit or not is a matter 
of indifference to the people of Georgia.

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London Press on the Law for the 
Protection ot. Americans Abroad. 


From the London Times, July 29.) 
The passi 
of the bill for the protection of natu- 
ralized American citizens abroad will not 
take any one by surprise. The capture, 
trial, and punishment of several Irishmen. 
who, having lived some time in America, 
returned for the purpose of exciting a re- 
bellion in their native country, have natu- 
rally made some stir in the States. The 
foreign-born citizens are sensitive on the 
subject of their acquired rights, and the 
native-born have the ordinary patriotic 
feeling concerning the power of thir 
country to defend all who belong to it. 
The jealousy which is always latent in the 
disposition of Americans towards England. 
has been in this case skilfully instigated 
by politicians. First come the Fenian< 
themselves, whose single desire, in their 
action on American politics, is to provoke 
a breach with England. While they try 
to the utmost the furbearance of this 
country; while they violate the law 
of nations and of the Union by projects 
of armed invasion, devised and executed on 
American soil, they lose no opportunity of 
representing their agents as Armerican 
citizens condemned by British courts on 
the ground that they are still British sub- 
jects, and as now undergoing punishment 
for acts done beyond the limits of the 
British Empire. The Irish vote is power- 
ful, and neither party in the Republic can 
afford to disregard it. Political men in 
America have, therefore, acted as if they 
believed that the Fen an representatives 
gave an accurate view of what has passed 
in Ireland. A great deal of indignation 
has been expressed at the supposed viola- 
tion by the English Government of the 
rights of American citizens, and both par- 
ties have taken up the matter with an ap- 
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pearance of earnest, furthered no doubt by 


the necessities of the coming election for 
rresident. In the Democratic platform,a 


paragraph is devoted to the assertion of 


equal rights and protection for naturalized 
and native born citizens at home and 
abroad, * * * and the maintenance of 
the rights of naturalized citizens against 
the absolute doctrine of immutable allegi- 
ance, and the claims of foreign powers to 
pam them for alleged crime committed 

yond their jurisdiction.” At the same 
time, the Republican majority in Congress 
pass @ billdeclaring that the right of ex- 

atriation is an essential principle of the 
Goesrantent and enacting that * all natu- 
ralized citizens of the United States shall 
be entitled to and shall receive trom this 
Government the same protection of person 
and property that is accorded to native 
born citizens in like situation and circum- 
stances.” 

The large questions which enter into the 
contest tween these two conflicting 
principles of immutable allegiance and the 
right of expatriation have been frequently 
discussed, and we do not know that any- 
thing now can be said on the subject. The 
conclusion to which most thinking men 
have come is, that whatever may be the 
moral tie which binds a man to the land of 
his birth and the inatitutions of his ‘athers, 
itis expedient that he should be allowed 
to divest himself of his allegiance when he 
has become actually and bona fide an in- 
habitant of another country. The old doc- 
trine of permanent and hereditary allegi- 
ance might have been easily reduced to 
the absurd in any age 7 very probable 
instances of its results, but it is utterly 
untenable at the present time, when the 
political divisions of the world are broken 
up,and whole populations are transferred 
across the ocean to new homes. The Irish 
and Germansin America, the Chinese in 
America and Australia must be held to have 
merged themselves into the new communi- 
ties, and it would be a foolish pedantry to 
maintain any other test of nationality than 
is involved in residence and citizenship. 
Indeed this would in practice be admitted 
a any power. If Great Britain and the 

nited States were unfortunately to be in- 
volved in war, no English officer would 
look upon an Irishman settled in the 
States as a traitor if he took up arms for 
his new country. Thereis nothing in the 
doctrine propounded by the American pol- 
iticians that this country need deny or op- 

. If Irishmen goto America they are 
at full liberty, so far as English opinion is 
concerned, to consider themselves A meri- 
cans, to take out American passports, and 
to comport themselves as Americans should 
they think fit to revisit these islands. If 
technically they are now held to be British 
subjects, this is because the old doctrines 
concerning nationality have not been 
overruled in a matter which in ordinary 
‘times is not of much practical importance. 
If it be thought right that in consequence 
of the great displacement of population 
new principles shall be explicitly declared 
the British Parliament and people will in 
no way object. Provided the foreign citi- 
—— is est, and not adopted to evade 
some duty. or to gain some privilege, this 
country will be disposed to recognize it 
readily in the case of any expatriated na- 
tive of the Empire.

Disraeli at the Mansion House 
Banquet—Views on the Coming 
LBritish Elections. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette, July 30.] 

Her Majesty’s Ministers were entertain- 
ed last night by the Lord Mayor, at a bah- 
quet in the Mansion House. The company 
numbered about 200, including the Premier 
and the principal members. of the Cabi- 
net. Mr. Disraelifin replying to the toast 
of the evening, congratulated his hearers 
on the prospect ofa prolific harvest, on the 
salutary state of our foreign relations, and 


to the tranquil condition of Ireland. Hej} 


could not agree that the session of J’arlia- 
ment now about to close had been a bar- 
ren session. A _ series of measure; had 
been carried which had completed the 
great work of the amendment of the repre- 
sentation of the people; and the bill for 
transferring the management of the tele- 
graphs of the country to the Post Office, 
and many other “considerable measures,” 
has been passed. He regrettcd that other 
measures had not been passed relating to 
the metropolitan poor, to certain import- 
ant reforms in the law, and to nationa) 
education—but he did not think it was the 
fault of her Majesty’s Goyernment that 
these great objects were not attained, and 
that these measures were not passcd. 
With respect to coming general election 
the right honorable gentleman said: 

It is impossible not to be sensible of the 
great occasion which is now at hand. 
think he would not be a wise man who for 
a moment would attempt to speak of that 
occasion in other terms than those which 
would do justice toits magnitude. Eu: we 
have been told inthe course of the strug- 
gle of the last two years that the contfi- 
dence that we reposed in this respect in 
the great body of the people was mis- 
placed, and tho tthe moment they possessed 
the power of the suffrage we should find 
them giving rein to the widest ideas, and 
evidencing that they meant to exercise 
that power in a manner most dangerous to 
the institutions of this country. I confess 
I sce no evidence before mein this country 
which would justify this suspicion. On 
the contrary, 1 believe the great body of 
the people are prepared to exercise the 
power with which they have been invested 
in a spirit of prudence and patriotism. I 
think itis most remarkable—I have alluded 
before to the circumstance, and I confess it 
impresses me more every day with its 
gravity—that the great body of the people 
invested with this privilege should be called 
upon to exercise it under the circumstances 
80 peculiar as now obtain in this country ; 
that the great body of the people should be 
called upon to exercise that right upon the 
most important question that could be 
brought before their judgment, and that 
on the first occasion on which they are to 
exercis this power, they have virtually to 
decide upon the Constitution of their coun- 
a This, | confess, is a state of affairs 
which the boldest man must admit to be 
critical. But when I remember what the 
Constitu:ion of England is—that the Con- 
stitution of England proposes to itseif two 
ee objects, to main at the same time po- 
itical liberty and religious freedom—I 
have no doubt that the English ple, who 
will thoroughly understand he’ leone at 
stake and what is involved in it, will be- 
have in a manner that becomes the de- 
scendants of a great people. and will prove 
they are worthy of the privileges which 
the paesent generation has generously and 
wisely bestowed upon them. Therefore, 
instead of feeling any apprehensivun of the 
issue which the people of this country are 
called upon to decide, I must express my 
opinion, knowing how high and deep the 
interests affected are, that the decision is 
safer in their hands than it would have 
been in a more contracted circle Rp mag 
of a more refined and educated charac- 


ter.
